This barbor he has improved
snd eonnected by a rallway of fourteen
wiles with the town, and hia projected
line Is one of eight hundred miles in
length, to connect Los Angelos and
the new harbor with the Unlon Pacific
Rallway by running a northeasterly
eourse through Californig and Nevada
Into Utah, where the jusction will be
wade. The projected route erosses
the Coast range of mountaing by easy
grados, and passes through an uneulti-
valed and at present anpopulsted re-
gion.
